Lease-Lend Reciprocated 
DURING ONE OF THE DARKEST PERIODS of the war for the demo- 

cratic nations, the system of Lease-Lend was proposed by President 
Roosevelt. The food and war materials made available by the United | 
States through this now famous plan, was of great assistance to the people 
of Britain at a time when they stood alone against the conquering armies 
of Germany and Italy.

- SOUPS! 


Housewives today can no longer prepare meals without first planning 
carefully. There will be enough food for all if we plan wisely and use all 
the food we obtain to full advantage. Not only must we utilize all left- 
over food but the result should be good both in appearance and flavor. 
Many attractive affa deliciofis dishes, soups*and salads, may be the result 
of a collection of left-overs and a little imagination. ‘ 

Today let us consider the soup one can make from small amounts of 
Several varieties of food. First the classification of soup: Cream soup, 
puree, bisque or chowder are heavy soups and contain sufficient nourish- 
ment to be the chief article of food at a meal. Cream soups are made with 
thickened milk combined with meat, fish or vegetable stock and pulp. 
Clear soups. such as bouillon, consomme are used as appetizers at the 
beginning of a heavy meal. ’ 

If you have a mixture of many vegetables and not enough of any one 
to serve with a meal, you could use them in making a soup stock. Try 
this recipe the next time you have a small amount of several vegetables: 
One pound of meat, a cheap cut, such as neck, shin or joint will do or 
Small scraps of left over meat. This should ‘be cut into small pieces. A 
bone weighing about 1 tb is needed. To the bone and meat add 2 pints of 
salted water. Let soak one hour and then simmer gently for three hours. 
During next half hour of cooking add % to 1 cup of mixed vegetables. 
Mixed herb and spices should be tied in cheese cloth and ‘added to the sim- 
mering soup. 6 pepper corn, 1 tsp. sweet herb, 1 small bay leaf, 1-sprig 
parsley, 1 piece celery root, 4 cloves are the quantity and variety of spices 
and herbs used in this recipe. 7 

On the other hand if the vegetables you wish to use up have previously 
been cooked, try this recipe for cream of vegetable soup, favorite with 
the Home Economists in Canada’s Kitchen.. Make a thin cream sauce with 
4 cups of milk or 4% milk and 4% water (in which the vegetables have been 
cooked.) Rub the vegetables through a sieve and add 2 cups of same to 
the sauce. Season with 1% tsp. grated onion, pinch of thyme, salt and 
pepper.

Better Eggs 


. How To Obtain Grade A All The 


Year Round 
Milk and green feed are two of the 


- constituents of thé poultry feed given 


by a successful commercial egg pro- 
ducer. Ninety per cent. of the eggs 
laid by his hens are Grade A all the 
year round. Here are his methods: 
A supply of crushed ‘oats, wheat, 
and barley is kept constantly before 
the birds in hoppers, also a com- 
mercial poultry concentrate. Cod 
liver oil is poured over the whole 
grain in quantities of about two 
ounces to 100 birds and fed at night. 
Skimmilk to the amount of 10 to 20 
pounds per 100 birds, or semi-solid 
buttermilk, two pounds per 100 birds, 
is fed daily. 

Green feed as much as the birds 
will eat of second or third cut alfalfa 
or clover hay is fed by the forkful 
on the litter.. This, along with the 
feeding of mangels or turnips keeps 
the birds busy and healthy. The 
birds do not eat the alfalfa but the 
coarse stocks they leave make ex- 
cellent litter. It does no dampen as 
quickly as straw. Barns full of hay 
suitable for poultry feeding are the 
most significant thing about this 
producer’s plant. He has had no 
bare-backed or feather-pulling birds 
in his flock for years. He uses the 
commercial poultry concentrate to 
offset shortages in milk, and the

GARDEN NOTES |, 


Garden Pests 


Beginners are inclined to worry too 
much about insect and other garden| 
pests, experienced gardeners believe. 
True, there is almost one special in- 
sect for every plant that grows in 
Canada. As a rule, however, if we 
keep our garden growing and healthy 
through regular cultivation, in many 
cases the plants will outgrow most 
of the damage But some dusting or 
spraying is advisable to ward off 
heavy attacks; Usually we can pur- 
chase ready-mixed materials. The 
important thing is to get these ap- 
plied just as soon as damage or 


pests first appear. 
General Care — 
The most important job, after a 
garden is planted, is cultivation. | 


There are others, too, and they should |

After heavy ‘rains, which will 
pound the soil flat and encourage 
hard. surface baking when the sun 
comes out, it is especially desirable 
to go over the garden with a culti- 
vator. In the small Victory plot or 
flower bed, cultivation can he carried 
out with a hand tool.” Where the es- 
tablishment is larger, a rake, hand- 
drawn cultivator or a horse or motor- 
powered scuffler or cultivator will do 
the work. 

Most professionals make it a regu- 
lar practice to cultivate once a week 
during June and early July, and es- 
pecially after.edch heavy rain. One 
should be careful, however, not to 
work the soil when it is still wet and 
soggy. This will do more harm than 
good as it is liable to pack the ground 
into hard lumps which will bake in 
It is important to wait 
until the garden soil remains moist 
but not muddy.. 

Concentrate 

If the plot: of vegetables is very, 
tiny, then authorities advise concen- 
trating ,on those vegetables which

THE,HEALTH OF CANADA 


It has been estimated that about 
200,000 Canadians have syphilis and 
do not know it. Of these some 30,000 
will die prematurely with syphilis- 
riddled brains and hearts, and in 
many instances their families will 
become dependent on the state. 


This was the message givert 500 
industrial physicians and _ nurses,” 
plant’ managers and personnel offic- 
ers at Toronto by Lt.-Col. D. H. 
Williams, R.C.A.M.C., chief of the 
division of venereal disease control, 
Department of Pensions and National 
Health, Ottawa. Colonel Williams 
spoke at an industrial ‘health con- 
ference called by the Health League 
of Canada in’ co-operation with the 
Ontario Department of Health. 


Speaking on syphilis as a sabo- 
teur of industrial production, Colonel 
Williams urged pre-employment and 
routine Wassermann tests as part of 
industrial, health examinations but 
added that education of both employ- 
ers and workers was necessary. He 
emphasized that “for all practical 
purposes syphilis is spread only by 
intimate physical contact.” Many 
useful workers had been discrimi- 
nated against by being deprived of 
employment when their condition was 
discovered. If.this attitude continued 
syphilis would be driven “under- 
ground’ to continue its insidious 
ravages among Canada’s workers.

Crops sown on summerfallow th: 
spring will benefit from moistur 
accumulated since about August, 
1942, as well as from rain which 
we all hope will fall this summer. 
Under average conditions, this 
involves abgut 30 inches of precipi- 
tation. 

Experiments conducted by the 
late Sidney Barnes at the Dominion 
Experimental Station, Swift Cur- 
rent, over a period of 11 vears, 
merit careful study by all dry land 
iarmers. Of the total precipitation 
which falls during the summerfallow 


, period of 20 months (for example, 


August, 1942 to April, 1944), not 
more than 30 percent is available 
to the summertailow crop. What 
becomes of the rest? 
1 Some percclates down through 
the =ubsoil: but this Joss is 
negligible except in humid 
areas, 
2. Some runs off the field. 
3. A lot evaporates. 
4. Too much is used by weeds. 
We may ignore No. 1. Trash 
cover and, where feasible coniour 
tillage will reduce tosses from No. 2. 
Isoss from No. 3 is almost entircly 
unavoidable. With respect to No. 4 
it is significant that Mr. Barnes 
considered that preventing weed 
zrowth was the most important 
feature of summeriallow tillage. In 
his experiments. wheat. yielded more ' 
than twice as much when week’ 
zrowth on the fallaw was prevented 
as it did .when weeds were !eft 
alone until being plowed under on 
July 15th. 

It takes at least. 300 pounds of 
water to produce one pound of dry 
dead weed material.
